October 20,—The 
murkteta department of the Michigan | 
Agricultural College is answering many 
of the inquiries coming to it from 
people interested in the bean situation 
by pointing to the official crop report. 
These show that the Octahe 
estimate.of the 1916 crop of white pea 
beaus for Michigan is 3,730,000 bushels 
as against the final estimate of the 1915 
-erop of 4,250,000. This is a decrease of 
over halfa million “bushels. The of- 
icial figures for the five leading bean 
producing states are - 9,924,000 bushels 
for 1916 as against 10,278,000 for 1915. 

The Director of Markets has called 
attention to the fact that the claims 
made by some buyers that the present 
Michigan crop. will approximate five 
millio#”bushels is a gross exageration.
